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N view of its contribution over the years 
to the life of the capital of the province 
and to Victoria's stature among the cities 
of Canada, it is distressing and humiliating 
to see the Symphony Orchestra and its 
parent society still relegated to a hand-to- 
mouth existence, The winter seasons of 
eight concerts, the summer performances 
for residents and tourists at the Butchart 
Gardens, the student series, the perform- 
ances over the CBC network—all these 
have brought pleasure to the city’s own 
people and at the same time have helped 
{o establish Victoria as a mature city with 
something to offer besides scenery and a 
pleasant climate 
The intrinsic value of the orchestra 
to the community is something which 
cannot be measured in terms of money; 
but unfortunately for the Symphony 
Society the cost must be, In recent yee 
the society has had to struggle along with- 
out financial help either from the City o1 
from the residential municipalities whose 
people have enjoyed the benefit of superb 
music from a “live orchestra In a

material sense the whole metropolitan 
region has profited directly and indirectly 
from development of the orchestra to a 
place among the leading four in Canada. 

Yet for its pains the society this year 
is fronted by an operating deficit of 
$15,000. No doubt the financial outlook 
will improve greatly if, or when Victoria 
constructs a civic auditorium; but in the 
meantime the loss on a season outstand- 
ingly successful in all other respects must 
be met somehow. Failure to do so could 
result—as the society's president, Mr 
English, has regretfully pointed out—in 
the extinction of the orchestra, and with 
it a large part of Victoria's reputation 
abroad. To reassemble an orchestra of 
65 musicians once it had been disbanded, 
and to recapture the status now enjoyed, 
would be an infinitely more difficult 
undertaking than to preserve it intact by 
way of the financ support so richly 
deserved 

The symphony must survive; and sur- 
vival can be assured only through the 
provision of means to overcome the 
present financial crisis

Under it any Province 
could continue, as in the case of Quebec, 
or re-enter the field of income, corporation 
and succession duty taxation up to a 
limited point; with federal set-offs against 
the effect of dual taxation up to a pre 
scribed level, The earlier tax rental agree- 
ments did not have that provision.

That 
goes equally for the provision of social 
services, schools, hospitals, health and 
much else 

Inasmuch as the new tax formula 
seems to be founded on a straight nation- 
wide gross-product base this and other 
instances of higher than average costs are 
not automatically remedied. Yet it would 
appear both desirable and just that there 
should be due recognition of special cir- 
cumstances such as those we have cited. 
The British Columbia government has 
already made that point among others, 
and there is no doubt it will speak to it 
again at the resumed negotiations
